The house detall at the Frankford
station started for the mill in the auto-
mobile patrol at full speed through the
deserted streets, They picked up the
trail of the robbers at Richmond strest
and the chase hegan,

The fugitives had a start of a half
dozen blocks and had lashed the horve
to n gullop. Bullets from police re-
volvers sang through the alr over their
hends as they approached a big weed-
covered lot at Wheatsheaf lane,

The inequality of horsaflesh over gaa-
oline as the motor patrol rapidly over-
hauled them led the thleves to abandon
their loot. The wagon was stil]l in mo-
tion when the fu, tivea jumped. Re-
volvers “‘popped’’ two blocks behind
them and one man fell.
